peace delegation, headed by Premier 
Theodorof. which is now enrou te to 
Paris, is bringing the most amazing 
proposals for territorial aggrandize­ 
ment yet su bmitted to the peace con­ 
ference. 
On the principle that the spoils go 
to the vanqu ished, Premier Theodorof 
cooly proposed that Bu lgaria deprive 
her neighbors of territory as follows: 
From Rou nriania, part of Dobru dja 
ceded by Bu lgaria u nder the treaty 
of 1913, after the second Balkan war. 
From Ju go-Slavia, part of Servian 
Macedonia. 
From Greece, part of Greek Mace­ 
donia. 
Not content with trying to grab the 
land of her late enemies, Bu lgaria has 
designs on her former ally Tu rkey 
and Premier Theodorof proposes that 
part of Tu rkish Thrace be annexed.

THE0D0R0F IS 
DUE TO ENCOUNTER 
A RUDE AWAKENING 


Paris, 
July 
18.—The 
Bulgarian 
peace delegation, headed by Premier 
Theodorof. which is now enroute to 
Paris, is bringing the most amazing 
proposals for territorial aggrandize­ 
ment yet submitted to the peace con­ 
ference. 
On the principle that the spoils go 
to the vanquished, Premier Theodorof 
cooly proposed that Bulgaria deprives 
her neighbors of territory as follows: 
From Rouniania, part of Dobrudja 
ceded by Bulgaria under the treaty 
of 1913, after the second Balkan war. 
From Jugo-Slavia, part of Servian 
Macedonia. 
From Greece, part of Greek Mace­ 
donia. 
Not content with trying to grab the 
land of her late enemies, Bulgaria has 
designs on her former ally Turkey 
and Premier Theodorof proposes that 
part of Turkish Thrace be annexed. 
“IT this is the price of Bulgaria’s 
defeat, what would Bulgaria have 
claimed if the German allies had been 
victors,” exclaimed one amazed di­ 
plomat when he heard of the claims 
the Bulgarians were to make.

LOCAL DRUGGISTS ALL WASH THEIR 
HANDS OF THE LIQUOR BUSINESS 


That the price of bread will not be 
raised here, at least foy a time, was 


J a statement of local bakers. Wed- 
j nesday. following the announcement 
J that bread had gone up from 9 1-2 to 
! IO cents per pound loaf in Spring­ 
field. 
Tile statement of L. H. ferandewie, 
president of the Banner Baking Com­ 
pany, of Cincinnati, is cited by local 
bakers as covering the situation hero. 
Mr. Brandewie said: 
“Whether there will he an increase 
in the price of bread in 
Cincinnati 
and other American cities will depend 
on what price Europe is willing to 
pay for the new wheat being 
har­ 
vested in the United States. 
“Bread is retailed, and has 
been 
for some time. at Cincinnati and most, 
other cities, for ten cents a pound 
loaf. We bakers get 8 1-2 cents for 
it. but there is scarely any profit for 
us at 8 1-2 cents, with flour going lip 
in price as it has been. 
If 
Europe 
pays more 
than $226. the guaran­ 
teed price for American wheat, it 
will mean that. we will have to pay 
more for it; flour will advance and an 
increase in the price of bread would 
be the natural result. 
It remains to 
be seen what the foreign buyers are 
going to pay/’ 
In Xenia, bakers are not getting 
the margin of profit that they are 
in other places as they sell 
their 
product for eight cents. 
They are 
fighting a raise now in the face of 
increased prices on all ingredients 
especially flour, and they will give 
no definite statement as to how long I 
they can keep the prices on the pres­ 
ent level.
